Small as this volume is in hulk, it is never¬ 
theless the most comprehensive and prac¬ 
tical treatise on the subject. It recites the 
origin and authorship of about a hundred 
and twenty distinct metrical translations of 
the Psalm9, and gives a careful bibliography 
which, in relation to the earlier and more 
popular versions, is a matter of no small 
importance. Furthermore the reader is 
enabled to judge of the literary quality of 
the work done by the various translators by 
means of the examples given. These are 
the full and exact citation of the first verses 
of Psalm I and Psalm XXIII from each 
rendering. Short biographies of the trans¬ 
lators accompany the citations ; and the 
literary and historical relations of the 
various Psalters to each other and to con¬ 
temporary work arc carefully noted. 

Whether regarded as a contribution to 
English literary history, or to liturgical 
bibliography—this book is a boon to the 
student, and furnishes a ready sonree of 
information which could nowhere else be 
attained in any single book of reference.

The books which have been written on British Birds, from the first edition 
of Bewick in 1797, down to Saunders’s Manual in 1889, are legion, but in very 
few of them are the eggs of British Birds illustrated. 

The first edition of Hewitson’s Oology was begun in 1831, and the last 
was finished in 1856. The plates were coloured by hand, and are most of them 
good ; but all three editions have long been out of print, and, indeed, much of 
the letterpress was out of date. 

Morris’s plates are poor, being apparently executed when the art of chromo- 
lithography was only in its infancy; and the letterpress is not much better 
than the plates. 

“ Sekbohm’s History of British Birds ” is enriched with chromolitho- 
graphic illustrations of the eggs; bnt the letterpress alone fills three thick 
volumes, consequently the work is expensive ; moreover, it will soon be out of 
print. Furthermore, in the ten years which have elapsed since the plates were 
produced, the art of printing in colour has made great advancement. 

There are a few inexpensive books on the Eggs of British Birds, but they 
contain only figures of the eggs of birds which breed within the British 
Islands, and these by no means satisfy the wants of the egg collector. 

For one who is interested in birds there are a hundred persons who are 
interested in eggs. What the egg collector wants is a work in one volume, at 
a moderate price, with coloured illustrations of the egg of every British bird. 
But the Jin-de-siecle egg collector is very exacting. To satisfy him the chromos 
must be as good as love and money can make them.
